Charlestonians seem intent upon extending 
the full hospitality of the place. | 
The three special cars containing Gov- 
emor Allen D. Candler, staff and party 
attached to a train of seventeen coaches 
arrivea tonight. The governor and his 
party will be quartered in their special 
ears during their stay here and the coaches 
have been stationed near the center of the 


city. 
Atlanta is well represented in Charles- 
ton, both in the matter of veterans and 


sponsors. 

The long trip today was made pleasanter 
by the singing of the Louisville Veterans’ 
Glee Club, composed of the best male 
yoices in Louisville. During the day the 
Kentuckians were the guests of the Geor- 
gia party. They serenaded Governor Can- 
dler during the day and the governor was 
delighted with the music. 

Louisville will make a strong pull for the 
next reunion, and as the glee club was 
leaving the Georgia car tonight Captain 
4. J. West, speaking for the Atlanta camp, 
stated in a neat speech that the Atlanta 
delecation was for Louisville. 

The governor said tonight that he was 
lookine forward.to the exercises with a 
great deal of pleasure and that he never 
felt better in hfs life. 

Streets Handsomely Decorated. 

The principal streets are handsomely 
decorated with bunting, the red, white and 
red of the “lost cause” and the stars and 
stripes mingling fraternally; side by side 
old glory and St. Andrew’s cross, while 
the white palmetto of South Carolina 
gleams everywhere from its blue field. 
Most of the more distinguished ex-con- 
federate leaders are already in the city, 
among them being Generals Gordon, the 
commanéGer-in-chief of the association; 
Stephen D. Lee, Wade Hampton, Clement 
A. Evans, General Cabell, George P. Har- 
rison and Genera] Harden, General Wnheel- 
er will arrive tomorrow. 

The reunion proper begins tomorrow, the 
only official function scheduled for today 
being the reception of the cruiser Raleigh, 
whieh was postponed because of the ves- 
Bel’s accident in going aground while com- 
ing up to the city this morning. 

This portion of the programme, how- 
ever, will be carried out tomorrow morn- 
ing. The cruiser will be met by a com- 
mittee headed by Mayor Smyth, who will 
deliver an address of welcome, a state sa- 
lute will be fired from a battery manned 
by naval reserves and Captain Coghlan and 
his officers will be entertained at luncheon 
by the Carolina Yacht Club.

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CRUISER GROUNDS IN HARBOR. 


The Raleigh Strikes Jetty at Charles- 
ton, but Is Lifted by the Tide. 
Charleston, S. C., May ¥.—Coming into 
the harbor this morning to take its place 
for the reunion exercises, the cruiser 
Raleigh went aground. 
Late this afternoon when the tide fill- 
ed the cruiser was pulled off and proceed- 
ed up the harbor to her anchorage. It 
was Stated by her officers that a super- 
ficlal examination disclosed no injuries to 

her hull. 

The Raleigh was coming in with a coast 
pilot and the point at which she ground- 
ed is known as “North Breaker,'’ just 
outside of the jetty. She went on the 
shoals broadside and lay easy in perfect- 
ly calm water and tugs had no difficulty 
or freeing her from her awkward posi- 

on,

Originally the bill appiied only to persons, 
but an amendment makes it apply to all 
corporations within the state. 

It is estimated that if the bill passes the 
house and receives the governor’s signature 
it will yield fully $1,000,000. 


EILIPINOS DENIED ADMISSION. 


immigration Commissioner Stops the 
Islanders at San Francisco. 

San Frangoisco, May 9.—United States Im- 
migration Commissioner North has refused 
to permit the landing of ten Filipinos who 
arrived here a few days ago on the steamer 
City of Peking. The natives are under con- 
tract to exhibit in a New York city dime 
musuem. 

Commissioner North takes the position 
that because of their agreement to place 
themselves on exhibition, they are con- 
tract laborers and as such are not entitled 
to land in this country. 

On the other hand the Filipinos claim 
that they are actors and not laborers. They

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EQUESTRIAN STATUE 
OF GENERAL R. E. LEE 


Northern Mao Donates Ground for Mon- 
ument tothe Great Chieftain. 


ON THE OLD HOMESTEAD 


Association Has Been Formed and the 
Work Will Be Pushed Along. 


WILL STAND ON BANKS OF THE POTOMAC 


Confederate Leader Will Keep Watch 
for Ages To Come Over the 
Nation’s Capital. 


Washington, May 9.—Definite steps were 
taken today by persons interested in the 
project for the erection on a site near 
the old homestead of General Robert E. 
Lee, at Arlington, of an equestrian statue 
of the great confederate leader. 

The matter has been under consideration 
for same time and today a company com- 
posed largely of southerners visited the 
proposed site, which will be transferred to 
& monument association, which was or- 
ganized this afternoon. The site, which 
is about 100 feet square, is on Fort Meyer 
heights, just east of the new courthouse of 
Alexandria county, and commands a fine 
view of the national capitol, while the 
historic Potomac river, which divided north 
and south nearly forty years ago, can be 
seen far below the long bridge. It was do- 
nated by D. K. Trimmer, of Pennsylvania. 

The military road to the national ceme- 
tery at Arlington passes along just at the 
base of the hill on which the site is lo- 
cated.

General John B. Gordon and Com- 
rades—Our heartfelt congratulations to 
convention of veterans.

Lee 
Monument Association of the District of 
Columbia, the purpose of which is to 
erect an equestrian statue of our chief- 
tain at Fort Myer heights, Alexandra 
county, Virginia.

It is expected confederate associations 
throughout the country will come to the aid 
of the local body, as it is intended to make 
the erection of the monument a national 
affair. 

Mr. Trimmer, in replying to words of 
thanks from those interested in the project, 
stated that, although a northern man, he 
had come to admire General Lee and was 
willing to contribute to his memory as to 
that of any other American. 
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RAY STATIONED IN ALASKA. 


Colonel of Georgia Regiment Will Not 
Be Sent to the Philippines. 

Washington, May 9%.—Agssistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn, in charge of Alaskan affairs, 
has issued an order creating the mill- 
tary. district of north Alaska, which is 
to include all that portion of the territory 
north of the sixty-first parallel. 

This district !s placed in command of 
Captain P. H. Ray, who has been much ex- 
perience in Alaskan affairs. 

The ne wstation at Pyramid harbor, re- 
cently established on account of the difi- 
culties which have grown up along the 
boundary line, is to be commanded by 
Major J. M. Thompson, of the Twenty- 
fourth infantry.

BRITISH CONTRACTORS OUTBID. 


Indian Viaduct Contract Is Awaried 
Solely on Merit. 

London, May 9.—Replying to a question 
in the house of commons today as to wheth- 
er the Indian government had given the 
order for the Goktick viaduct in Burmah to 
an American firm, and why British manu- 
facturers had not been asked to make a 
tender, the secretary of state for India, 
Lord George Hamilton, replied that the 
Indian government had nothing to do with 
the contract. 

It was given, he said, by the Burmah 
Railway Company, which invited six Eng- 
lish an@ two American firms to make a 
tender. ; 

Four of the former refused to bid, and 
the most favorable English tender received, 
required three years for completion of 
the work at a cost of £116,000, while the 
best American tender proposed to complete 
the work in one year at a cost of £60,123. 
The company had, under these circum- 
stances, accepted the tender of the Amer- 
ican company. 

Lord George Hamilton added that the In- 
dian railways always gave preference io 
British manufacturers, but he was sorry 
to say that this was not the first contract 
in which there was a marked difference in 
the price and time of delivery between Brit- 
ish an@ American tenders.

North Carolina Railway Instructed 
About “‘Jim-Crow”’ Cars. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 9.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon the railway commission acted 
regarding the “Sim Crow” car law. It sent 
the following notice to the Atlantic Coast 
Line: 


“On all your roads ‘on which passenger 
trains are run there shall be on or before 
June Ist next provided separate, but eq:ial, 
accommodations for the white and colored 
races on all passenger trains, except the 
tws through trains. Such accommodations 
may be furnished by such roads either by 
separate passenger cars or by compa't- 
ments in passenger cars.” 

The same notice was sent the Southern, 
excepting the Murphy branch and tits 
through express trains, which do not stop 
at all stations and are not used ordinarily 
for traveling from station to station. The 
only train excepted on the Seaboard Alr- 
Line is the “Atlanta Special.”’ 

All passenger trains on the Norfolk and 


Southern and its steamboats are included 


in the order, as are also all passenger 
trains on the Norfolk and Western, the 
Atlantic and North Carolina and the 


Lynchburg division of the Roanoke and 
Southern. All other small roads in the 


state are excepted. 


COMPROMISE IN FLORIDA. 


Suggestion To Move the State Capital 
Is Being Discussed. 
Tallahassee, Fla., May ¥.—(Special.)—The 
proposition to move the state capital from 
Tallahassee to Jacksonville seems to be 
losing ground daily. For a month past it 
has been ‘the subject of comment by four- 
fifths of all the papers in the state and the 
prevailing opinion seems to be that Jack- 
sonville’a offer of a sultabie site and $100,000 
should not prove sufficient to tempt the 
legislature into favorabie action thereupon. 
A compromise has been suggested Ly 
w=ch the supreme court and the railroad 
commission shall be transferred to Jack- 
sonville and the other departments rem.in 
here. Jacksonville furnishes a large pro- 
Portion of the appellate litigation and 
the railroad center of the state. It is very 
doubtful, however, whether the friends of 
removal can accomplish even th!s much. 
The proposition will came up for discussion 
this week and lobbyisis are here in force. 


LEGISLATURE HARD AT WORK. 


Both Branches of the Florida Assembly 
Now Kept Busy. 
Tallahassee, Fla,, May %.—(Spectal.)—~In 
the senate today a half dozen local bills 
were introduced, and one to provide speedy 
methods for mechanics, laborers and mate- 
rial men to collect for labor or material 
furnished. The house passed over all rou- 
tine matter and devoted the whole day 
fas on yesterday to considering bills on 

second and third reading. 

No important bills passed either house, 
but excellent progress Was made on heavy 
calendars. The bill to create a state uni- 
versity was withdrawn... The senate sat 
all afternoon as a committee of the whole 
and discussed a bill giving the railroad 
commission judicial powers. This is the 
knottiest problems yet brought before the 
legislature and it grows more compli- 
cated with each day’s debate. é' 

It is feared that giving the commission 
final, absolute judicial power would be 
overthrown by the United States supreme 
court, while authority of the legislature 
to do otherwise under the constitutional 
amendment is doubted. 

The question ts further from a solution 
tonight than ever.

JOHNSTON'S VIEWS 
ON NEGRO SUFFRAGE 


Alabama's Governor Wants to Stop Ig- 
horant Negro Yote. 


HE GIVES HIS VIEWS FULLY 


In Message to Legislature He Asks for 
Amendments to Constitution. 


SUGGESTS FEWER ELECTIONS BE HELD 


General Assembly Will Remain in Ses- 
sion Two Weeks Longer and Con- 
sider the Recommendations. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 9.—(Special.)— 
The governor today set at rest the charges 
of his enemies that he fought the holding 
of a constitutional convention for the rea- 
s0n that he opposed the elimination of the 
ignorant negro vote by transmitting to 


the house and senate a message in thes? 
words: 


Gentlemen of the General Assembly— 
Having repealed the bill submitting to 
the electors the question of calling a 
constitutional convention, I respectfully 
submit to you that an equally imperative 
duty still remains. It is no less im- 
portant that you consider and adopt and 
submit to our people for their ratifica- 
tion such wise amendments to our con- 
stitution as will more securely estab- 
lish the government of our state in the 
hands of those whose wisdom and pa- 
triotism will guarantee to our people 
Security to person and property and 
equality in the burdens and opportuni- 
ties of citizenship. This duty. rests 
equally upon every member without re- 
gard to political association or honest 
differences as to the best method io 
secure these ends. In the consideration 
of this grave matter we should not per- 
mit any personal feeling or desire for 
political advantage or memory of past 
differences to possess our heads or ob- 
scure our patriotism. I respectfully rec- 
ommend that your consideration be 4}l- 
rected chiefly to the preparation of a 
suffrage amendment and an amend- 
ment to make the terms of members 
sof the general assembly and all county 
and state officers, except judges of our 
higher courts, four years. This will 
put an end to so many elections and 
save much expense, loss of time and 
interference with the occupations of 
the people. To secure prompt action, I 
recommend that a foint committee of 
the two houses he at once ratsed to 
consider these matters. TI trust that 
you will not fail to press the passage 
of a primary election law that will ee- 
cure to every elector his part in the 
government of the state. Resnectfully,

Short sessions were held by both houses 
today. Several proposed amendments to 
the constitution, all of them being similar 
to amendments already on the calendar, 
Were proposed in the house and referred 
without debate. 
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CUBAN VESSELS GIVEN A FLAG. 


Plue Field with a White Union Will 
Fiy from Ships. 
New York, May 9.—Cuba has been provid- 


ed with a new flag by the United States 
government that was designed for Cuban- 
owned vessels engaged in coastwise trade. 
It was not desired to give these vessels 
the American flag as that would be a step 


in the direction of annexation, nor the flag 


of the Cuban revolution, for that would be. 


a step toward recognition. Accordingly 


the new ensign consists merely of a blue 
field with a white union. 

The vessels which will fly this flag were 
formerly €panish. In order to preserve 
to the Cubans the coasting trade of the 
island, a privilege of much greater value 
to them than their slight participation in 
the foreign trade, a regulation was made 
when the military occupation of the islands 
began, permitting residents who owned ves- 
sels to continue in the coastwise trade on 
condition that they abjured allegiance to 
Spain. 

This regulation covered probably nine- 
tenths of all the vessels owned in Cuba. 


GUN FELL OFF SEWING MACHINE 


Small Child Has Both Eyes Shot Out 
and Teeth Torn Away. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 9. —(Special.)— 
A five-year-old child of Peter Cooper, a 
laborer, was shot in the face and breast to- 
day by a gun falling off a sewing machine 
at its home. The child cannot live, both 
eyes being shot out, teeth gone and lungs 

penetrated. 


PAY FOR CUBANS THIS WEEK. 


Brooke and Gomez Will Disburse the 
Money to Insurgents Wednesday. 

Havana, May 9.—At a conference on Mon- 
day between Goverhor General ‘Brooke 
and a representative of General Gomez 
the time fod the distribution of the $3,000,000 
to Cuban soldiers was fixed to begin May 
10th and continue until the léth. 

The first payment probably will be made 
at Marianao on Wednesday. The soldiers 
will be paid in companies with their com- 
manders. Soldiers without arms will re- 
celve pay also.

Luna and Gen, Mascardo Come 
Near to Bloody Fight 


LINES ARRAYED FOR BATTLE 


Luna Ordered His Rival To Send Troops 


to Support Rebel Line 


AGUINALDO TERRIFIED AT SITUATION 


Report. Says Mascardo Is Ordered 
Courtmartialed for Not Having 
Forwarded Re-enforcements 
at General Luna’s 
Command. 


Manila, May 9.—Only the entreaties of 
Agcuinaldo averted last Tuesday a civil war 
between the forces of his two f*val gener- 
als, Luna and Mascardo. 

They were actually drawn up in battle 
array. 

This and a positive confirmation of the 
news that Luna has been dangerously 
wounded in the shoulder in the battle of 
Santa Tomas are the most important items 
of intelligence brought today by the army 
gunboats, La Guna de Bay and Cavadonga, 
which returned today from a brisk expedi- 
tion up the San Fernando river. 


It was immediately before the battle of . 
Santa Tomas that the insurgents so near- . 


ly arrived at the point of beginning to ex- 
terminate one another, 

General Luna, when he saw that an gn- 
gagement with the American froops was 
inevitable, sent back an aid post haste to 
Bacalor, where General Mascardo ws de- 
manding re-enforcements. 

Mascardo’s reply was that he would take 
orders from no one but Aguinaldo. This 
defiance so infuriated Luna that in spite 
of the impending conflict with the common 
enemy he took 1,800 of his soldiers and 
made a forced march to Bacolor with the 
intent of chastising Ris comrade in arms. 

Mascardo was nothing loth to fight it 
out and ordered his command into line of 
battle. Shouts of hatred and defiance were 
heard on both sides. Outside the oppos- 
ing forces the insurgent camp was all con- 
fusion, 

Aguinaldo, terrified by the situation, or- 
dered his chief 9f <tafi, Colonel Argueteses, 
to make peace at ali hazards. ‘The sol- 
lidd ivaded their pieces and were 
Waiting for orders to begin the onslaught 
when Arguelieses galloped between tune 
lines frantically waving a flag of truce. 

There Was an angry conference between 
him and the rival generals. Aguinaldo was 
drawn into it. With all the intensity at his 
command, he begged Luna and Mascardo not 
to plunge the filipino forces into civil strife 
at a time when they were aiready broken 
and dgemoralized by successive defeats at 
the hands of the Americans. His entreaties 
prevented for the time being any further 
Luna suillenily returned to 
the front, after the commanding general 
had provided him with re-enforcements, and 
ordered Mascardo to be courtmartialed for 
not having sent them at first. 

The batue of Santa Tomas followed, and 
Luna, on whose ferocity in the field Aguin- 
aldo placed his chief reliance, received 
wounds that wii] surely disable him for the 
rest of the campaign and may cause his 
death. 

A reconnoitering party from Major Gen- 
eral Lawton'’s command, which consisted of

ARBITRATION TO BE URGED 


Americans Will Advocate Exemption of 
Peisonal Property fram Seizure, 


WAR HORRORS TO RE AMELIORATED 


It Is the Hope of President McKinley 
That the Conference Take Up the 
Subject of Decreasing De- 
structive Power of Mod- 
ern Weapons. 


Washington, May 9.~—The United States 
and Great Britain will stand together in 
the advocacy of the adoption of a scheme 
for the settlement of international disputes 
by arbitration which will be presented to 
the disarmament conference at its meeting 
in The Hague on the 16th of the present 
month, 

The American delegates, headed by Am- 
bDassador White, are equipped with a fairly 
well digested plan for the execution of this 
long-cherished project, while the British 
delegates are prepared with a plan which 
is almost identical with the American 
project. 

The details cannot be procured for publi- 
cation in advance of the presentation of the 
projects to the conference. It is known, 
however, that there are essential differences 
between this last plan and that embodied 
In the treaty drafted by Secretary Olney 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote, which failed of 
action in the senate when submitted for 
ratification. 

The differences are rather in the methods 
Provided for securing an impartial! adjudi- 
acation than in the principles of the former 
convention and it is believed that on these 
points the British and American proposi- 
tions are not precisely similar. 

Other points upon which the delegates 

have been instructed are correctly referred 
to in the cable dispatches this morning, 
Namely, the exemption from the seizure of 
individual property and the extension of the 
Red Cross rules of warlike operations at 
Sea, 
But another point in the instructions 
which is not mentioned in the eable dis- 
patches is that relating to the amelioration 
of the horrors of war and with this, too. 
the American delegates are deeply con- 
cerned, 

It was because of the president’s interest 
in this subject Captain Mahan and Captain 
Crozier were included. in the American 
delegation and the great changes in mod- 
@rn weapons of war which have all follow- 
ed the last attempt of international con- 
ference to treat on this subject have given 
the state department encouragemen to hope 
that something in this direction can be 
accomplished at the approaching confer- 
ence. 


HE WOULD BE CHIEF OF 15,000. 


Gomez Advocates Location of Large 
Detachments in Cuba. 


Havana, May 9.—Genera) Maximo Gomez 
is trying to persuade Governor General 
Brooke that a Cuban standing army of 
15,000 men is a necessary adjunct to the 
proper government of the island. 

His views he has presented in writing. but 
without eleciting as yet a reply. The propo- 
sition is not likely to receive much consid. 
eration at headquarters, where considera- 
ble surprise was occasioned by this mar- 
nificent profect, which, if adopted, Gomez 
doubtless believes would be placed under 
his personal control.

‘MOLINEAUX WILL — 
NOT PACE MURDER 


Death ef Mrs. Kate Adams Must Go Ua- 
avenged for Present. 


CLUB MAN IS_ DISCHARGED 


Molineaux Is Immediately Arrested by 
Detective for Another Offense 


ASSAULT ON HARRY CORNISH IS CHARGED 


Late Prisoner at the Tombs Is Allowed 
Bail of $10,000—Prosecution 
To Be Vigorous. 


New York, May 9.—Roland Burnham 
Molineaux, who has spent several weeks in 
the Fombs prison, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Kate J. Adams, was discharged 
this afternoon, the grand jury having failed 
to indict him, and was immediately after 
rearrested charged with assault with intent 
to kill in sending cyanide of mercury to 
Harry Cornish. 

The grand jury which has been consid- 
ering the Molineaux case for several days, 
came into court this afternoon and to Judge 
McMahon stated that the charge against 
Molineaux had been considered and dis- 
missed. Molineaux was at once brought 
into court. When he arrived beore the 
bar Judge McMahon asked: 

“Is there any further charge against the 
prisoner?’ 

‘There is no existing charge,” said Assist- 
ant District Attorney Blumenthal. 

**Discharged,’’ said the judge abruptly. 

There was not a trace of feeling on Molin- 
eaux’s pale face. Molineaux and his coun- 
sel, Barlow S. Weeks, walked out of the 
courtroom. At the door they were met by 
Detective Arthur Carey, of police headquar- 
ters, who presented a warrant issued by 
Judge Jerome, of the special sessions court, 
charging Molineaux with the assault on 
Cornish in sending cyanide of mercury with 
intent to kill him. 

Weeks protested without avail. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Blumenthal was pres- 
ent, and the party went to the chamber of 
Judge Jerome, where the warrant was read. 

If Molineaux jis held on this charge, the 
case will probably be submitted to another 
grand jury with a view of connecting the 
prisoner with the Adams poisoning.

BRIGGS MAY NOT BE ORDAINED. 


Opposition to the Doctor Prevents Des- 
ignation of Day for Ceremonies. 

New York, May 9.—No public announce- 
ment having been made on Sunday for a 
time and place for the ordination of Dr. 
Briggs, the belief has become more wide- 
spread that his admission to the Episcopal 
priesthood has been indefinitely postponed. 
Kiven among Dr. Briggs's most ardent sup- 
porters, the conviction is growing that the 
ceremony of ordination can hardly be per- 
formed prior to his departure for Europe on 
May 10th. 

With so short a time intervening from 
next Sunday, the day originally set for the 
ordination, it is held that the bishop cannot 
now give what might fairly be considered 
due notice of the ceremony. 

A clergyman who has followed the course 
of events closely says that a simple solution 
of the difficulty would be for Bishop Pot- 
ter to refrain from naming a new date for 
the ordination—in other words, do nothing. 

This course would commit neither the 
bishop nor Dr. Briggs, and for the present, 
at any rate, would allay the spirit of hostil- 
ity to the ordination. On the one hand, Dr, 
Briggs would not withdraw his application 
for ordination;- on the other, the bishop 
would be saved from the responsibllity of 
immediate action, 

That Bishop Potter should privately or- 
dain Dr. Briggs is regarded as a contingen- 
cy not to be considered.

WITH “FREEZINE” 
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Investigating Commission at Chi- 
cago Hears Starlling Testimony, 


CHEMICAL DESTROYS TISSUE 


Freezing, Declares Chemist, Is Used 
Generally To Preserve Butter 
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AUTHORITIES DIFFER ON ALUM POWDER 


Evidence Before Commission Shows 
That Injurious Antiseptics Are 
Used as Preservatives for 
Hamburg Steak and 
Other Meats. 


Chicago, May 9.—The senatorial pure food 
investigating commission today heard some 
Startling testimony in regard to the adul- 
teration of food products which may pro- 
long “its session considerably. 

Professor A. §S. Mitchell, chief Chemist 
of the Wisconsin dairy and food conimis- 
sion, made the sworn statement that near- 
ly every buttcher in Illinois used preserv- 
ing liquids on scraps of meat which they 
laid aside for the manufacture of Hamburg 
Steak and other alleged delicacies. 

The chemist first told of this test of a 
liquid known as ‘‘freezine.’’ Professor 
(Mitchell said that the stuff had been used 
extensively by farmers to keep milk and 
butter, it being the custom to mix it with 
the former in small quantities and pour 
quarts of it into vats for the preservation 
of butter: 

“This ‘freezine’ I have found to be 
nothing less than almost pure form- 
aldehyde,” narrated the expert. ‘‘This 
is a chemical that acts disastrously 
on the tissues of the stomach, and I 
can only surmise the results when 
milk diluted with it is used constantly 
by a family. Where butter is placed 
in vats filled with this stuff the porous 
commodity takes up no smal] amount 
ef the liquid with a result that can 
only be conjectured.”’ 


The professor proceeded to tell of his ex- 
periments with a fluid sold extensively to 
butchers for the purpose of making their 
Hamburger steaks last and keep up a 
healthy appearance. 

“The Hquid contains in great percentages 
what is known as sulphide of soda with a 
complement of coloring matted,’’ he con- 
tinued. “It is styled an antiseptic and in 
certain respects it is. This must be borne 
in mind, however, that where fermenta- 
tion and waste are arrested the digestive 
properties are consequently destroyed.” 

Dr. Wiley, the government expert who 
examined the antiseptic without going on 
the stand, said heidentified it as practical- 
ly the same chemical which was used dur- 
ing his experience at a medical college to 
preserve cadavers and was now occasion- 
ally put to service in disinfecting houses 
where smallpox patients resided. 

The testimony assumed the form of a 
debate as to whether or not the use of 
alum in the manufacture of baking powder 
was injurious to the public health. 

George W. Rew, a chemist, stated the in- 
jurious characteristics of alum are destroy- 
ed in the process of baking. 

Professor C. N. S, Hallberg, former edi- 
tor of The Western Druggist, and Profes- 
sor Mitchell combatted this theory and ex- 
pressed the opinion that alum should not 
be used as an ingredient unless the public 
was aware of the fact by labels on the 
cans. 

The common basis for the majority of 
the jellies manufactured nowadays, arc- 
cording to several witnesses, are the cores 
and parings of apples, utilized after they 
have been evaporated. This substance, it 
was claimed, is mixed with glucose 
in large quantities, with sugar in 
small quantities, and then colored and fla- 
vored to suit the outside design on the pack.

The twelve members of the board of trus- 
tees of the public library met yesterday 
afternoon and decided upon a name for the 
Institution and elected Darwin Jones treas- 
urer of the bod. It was unanimously agreed 
to call the Mbrary the Carnegie Library of 
Atlanta and the secretary of the board was 
instructed to officially inform Mr. Carnegie 
at once of the action of the trustees. 

The timstees assembled in one of the 
rooms of the Young Men’s Library Assccia- 
tion building on Marietta street at 3 o'clock. 
The work of organization was taken up at 
once and President Kelley announced that 
the first thing to be done was to hear the 
report of the committee of five on organ‘za- 
tion. 

The secretary read this report and it was 
adopted with but one amendment. The 
committee recommended that the truslees 
should elect four officers—a president, vice 
president, secretary and_ treasurer. Of 
these offices the trustees had already elect- 
ed a president and secretary and the only 
other places to be filled were those of vice 


president and treasurer. 

The committee also recommended that 
six standing committees be appointed and 
to one of these—the special committee on 
site—exception was taken and it was svs* 
gested that the committee on grounds and 
building could attend to the business of 
selecting site and recommending it to the 
board of trustees for action. 

The following were the committees sug- 
gested: Rules and regulations, finance, ad- 
ministration, building and grounds and 
books and literature. 

Each of these committees will consist of 
three members and the president will be ex- 
officio member of each of them. 

One of the most important things recom- 
mended by the committee on organization 
was the fixing of the amount of the treas- 
urer’s bond. It was agreed that his bond 
should be placed at $10,000. The finance 
ec® mittee will approve this bond and will 
have the power to increase the amount if 
deemed necessary. 

After the reading and adoption of the re- 
port of the committee a motion was made 
to proceed with the election of the two 
additional officers. At Dr. Elkin’s sugges- 
tion it was decided to elect by ballot. 

As a result of the first ballot 
Jones was unanimously elected 
of the board of trustees. 

Mr. Jones then announced that as he was 
compelled to be present at a very important 
meeting he wished to be excused fiom the 
session. This request was granted and it 
was then decided to postpone the election 
of the vice president until the next mecting 
of the board, at which time it is expected 
that all the members will be present. 

After this matter was decided A. A. 
Meyer arose and in a few words suggested 
that the public library be known as the 
Carnegie Library of Atlanta. This met the 
unanimous approval of the board and the 
secretary was instructed to communicate 
with Mr. Carnegie informing him of the 
decision. 

It was expected that the members of the 
standing committees would be app»inted 
before the meeting adjourned, but Presi- 
dent Kelley asked that he be given time 
to select the trustees to serve. It is prob- 
able that all the committees will be named 
at the next meeting of the board. 

The next regular meeting will occur some 
time next week and will be at the call of 
the president, as no time was agreed upon, 
owing to the fact that three of the trus- 
tees will be out of the city several days of 
this week.

GREGG DIED FEARLESS DEATH. 


Young Aid to General Hale Was Killed 
Instantly. 

Manila, April 2, via San Francisco, May 
9 —Instances of personal bravery have heen 
quite as numerous in the American army 
in the Philippines as during the Cuban 
campaign, but the correspondents have not 
had opportunities to chronicle these deels 
of daring in the ortent because of ihe 
thickness of the €ountry penetrated. Many 
herole acts were also unhearg of for days 
after their occurrence. 

Among those officers who have fallen 
no one will be longer or more loyally re- 
membered by his comrades than Lieuten- 
ant Gregg, of the Fourth infantry. No 
man in the army had more than he to make 
life worth living—friends, success in his 
profession, vitality and physical strength 
that made him the impersonation of an 
athiete and soldier. 

His fearlessness and confidence in his 
powers contributed to his death. In the 
beginning of the hot fight at Mariquina 
which General Hale conducted with such 
skill that it was worthy of more attention 
than the overshadowing importance of Mac- 
Arthur’s advance permitted, Gregg was 
near his chief. The horse he rode had just 
been shot from under him. He was taking 
off the saddle when a man warned him 
that the shot had been fired by a sharp- 
sheoter in a tree near by. Refusing to 
take cover, as most of the men were doing, 
the lieutenant stepped forward and stand- 
ing erect, uncased his field glasses to look 
at the tree. Just as he raised them to his 
eyes a puff of smoke was seen in the tree. 
Gregg put his hand to his breast and fell 
ferward instantly killed.

NEGRO MINISTER FINDS A FIGHT. 


Resolutions Condemning Lynchings 
Amended by Toronto Conference. 

New York, May 9.—A special from Toronto 
says that at a meeting of Toronto clergy- 
men, today, Rev. J. C. Coleman, a negro 
Methodist minister, delivered an address 
strongly denouncing lynching and appeaiing 
to the clergymen everywhere to use what- 
ever influence they possess to put an end 
to the ‘“‘brutalities.’’ 

He was listened to with great attention 
and then Rev. A. B. Chambers, a Methodist 
minister, moved a resolution condemning 
in strong language the lynchings and ap- 
pealing to clergymen in all parts of the 
United States to use their utmost efforts to 
have the outrages stopped. 

A short debate followed. one clergyman 
reminded the others that the lynchings 
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only began after several ‘horrible outrages 
on women and children had been committed. 
He declared that so long as negroes or 
whites were guilty of outraging and then 
murdering women and children, so long 
would the people wreak their vengeance 
on the outragers. 

The resolutions were made to condemn 
all classes of outrages and then adopted. 


COMMISSION WILL NOT MEET. 


Canadian Conference Defeated Through 
Boundary Disputes. 

Washington, May 9.—All hope of recon- 
vening the joint American-Canadian com- 
mission in August has been abandoned. The 
conference adjourned after having made 
good headway, as it was thought at the 
time, toward the drafting of an agreement 
owing to an unexpected and insurmountable 
obstacle in the shape of lumber and bound- 
ary questions. 

The joint conference adjourned to meet 
in August with the understanding that 
meantime the governments of the two 
countries would test public sentiment. 

It was also hoped that some of the dif- 
ficulties that had presented themselves in 
the way of a conclusion of the work of the 
conference might in the interim be removed 
by diplomatic negotiations. It has now 
been demonstrated, however, that the tem- 
per of neither side has yet been sufficient 
to warrant the expectation of any success- 
ful result from conference.

THEY MEET TO RAISE MONEY 


Church Seexs To Secure $1,500,000 
To Mark the New Era of Time. 


WOULD BE ONLY ONE DOLLAR EACH 


Conference Began Yesterday and Will 
Last Throughout Today—Other 
Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The boards 
of education of the north and south Geor- 
gia Methodist conferences met in Macon 
this evening and will meet again tomorrow 
morning at 9 o'clock, probably remaining 
in session the entire day. 

The object of the meeting is to discuss the 
twentieth century education fund and to 
consider the meang to be undertaken for 
raising Georgia Methodism’s share of this 
fund and to discuss the condition of the 
Methodist educational institutions in Geor- 
gia. The proposed $8,000 endowment fund 
of Wesleyan Femule college is a matter for 
special consideration. ' 

The. general Methodist conference at its 
late session in Laltimore, Md., by a unan- 
imous vote, passed resolutions in favor of 
raising a twentieth century education fund 
to commemorate the signal blessings of 
God upon the Methcd'st church during the 
Past one huadarel years. The minimum 
amount sgug¥esied as an appropriate thank 
offering on the morning o/7 the new century 
is $1,500,000, 

There are a million and a half southern 
Methodists. This $1,000,000 is to be used for 
the educational work of the church. Of 
this amount 75 per cent will be retained in 
the several annual conferences for such ap- 
Plication as they may order, and the bal- 
ance, after deducting expenses of the can- 
vass,’ shall be devotrd to tne endowment of 
the theological department of Vaiierb, Jt 
university. 

Among the resolutions adepted by the 
general conference on the subject were the 
following: 

Resolved, That a canvass be begun 
throughout the connection not. later 
than January 1, 1899, under the direction 
of the general board of education, to 
raise $1,500,000 for the support of the ed- 
ucational work of the church, 

2. The canvass shall be for cash or 
legal notes, payable within five years, 
interest being payable semi-annually at 
6 per cent until the principal is paid. 

3. The funds raised are to be applied to 
the following purposes: (1) The expense 
of the canvass; (2) the needs of institu- 
tions belonging to the church in each 
annual conference or group of confer- 
ences; (3) the endowment of the theo- 
logical department of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity. The proportion to each will ap- 
pear later. 

4. The effort shall be to raise the 
amount in cash and notes by January 1, 
1901, but the canvass is to be continued 
until the $1,500,000 is raised.

FUSIONISTS GOT A SHARE OF THE SPOILS 


Choice of the Legislature for Keeper of 


the Capitol Retained at a Re- 
publican’s Expense. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 9.—(Special.)—The 
supreme court today decided that John 5B. 
Cunningham and the other democrats who 
were elected members of the agricultural 
board are entitled to seats. This gives the 
democrats control. 

n the case of the Capital Printing Com- 
pany against Hoey and other legislators, 
involving the public printing, ‘the court's 
decision is in favor of Hoey, and Edwards 
& Broughton and E. M. Uzzell are decided 
to be the public printers. 

In the most important of the cases be- 
fore the court, that involving the control 
of the Atlantic and North Carolina railway, 
the court holds in favor of the fusionists, 
and thus says the elections of James A. 
Bryan as president and W. T. Dortch as 
state proxy by the state board of internal 
improvements was illegal. The court tinds 
in the case involving title to the criminal 
court clerkship in Buncombe county that 
Wilson, fusionist, is entitled to that office 
and not Jordan, democrat. 

There is a very sharp passage at arms in 
this case between Judges Furcher, repub- 
lican, and Walter Clark, democrat. The 
latter, in a dissenting opinion, says the 
supreme court has no constitutional right 
to nullify legislative acts, and refers tv 
the legislature as sovereign and able to 
impeach judges, and also that there is 
no appeal from its judgment. To this 
vehi replies, saying: 

“Such a suggestion as this has never 
occurred in the history of this country 
until now. Why it’should have been made 
we du not know. But remembering our 
position as members of this court we will 
not express our sentiments im regard to 
such suggestions, and will only say that 
in our opinion any member of any court 
who would allow himself to be influenced 
by such suggestions is unfit to be a judge.” 

The court decides in the case involving 
the position of keeper of the capitol that 
Cherry, democrat, elected by the legisla~ 
ture, is entitled to it, and not Burnes, fu- 
sionist, Governor Russell's appointee. 

The decision as to the agricultural board 
will prevent any contests by fusionists for 
control of other state institutions, while 
the decision in the Buncombe clerkship 
case determines the question as to mem- 
bership on the corporation commission and 
gives the seat to Dr. Abbott, fusionist, as 
against Beddingfield, who was elected by 
the legislature.

Victoria TLewencia McCullom-Relid filed 
Suit in the supevior court yesterday morn- 
ing for a divorce from he. fusband, Samuel 
Clayton Reid. The petition is a lengthy 
one and into the family relations of 
the couple with much minuteness. 

The petition states that the couple were 
married in 1875 and that ten children haye 
been born of the union.

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The Mudhole Problem. 

The railroad commission and the spe- 
cial commission appointed by the leg- 
islature have special responsibilities 
resting on them with respect to the 
problem of a new passenger station in 
Atlanta. These responsibilities are not 


eee 


only of a special eharacter, but are very 
serious, as will appear on a moment’s 
reflection. 

There are several lines of railway 
paying heavy rentals for the privilege 
of dumping their passengers in the 
filthy and uncomfortable mudshack 
known as the carshed. These rentals 
and the interest on them amount to 
a considerable sum in the aggregate, 
and it would be a move in the interest 
of economy for the lines which have 
to pay the rentals to withdraw from 
the mudshack arrangement, build a pas- 
senger terminus of their own on their 
own property reaching from Mitchell to 
Forsyth street; and thus escape the 
heavy and unnecessary tax which they 
are now paying, and which they have 
been paying without a murmur for many 
years. 

Now, while it may be true, as a legal 
and technical proposition, that corpora- 
tions have no souls, they have eyes 
and very sharp ones. But sharp eyes 
are not necessary to convince the lines 
which are now paying heavy rentals 
that they are not getting the worth of 
their money. It used to be that these 
corporations didn’t care much about the 
public; they felt themselves superior 
to the good will of their patrons; but 
that time has passed. They have dis- 
covered that when the public does get 
thoroughly disgusted or thoroughly 
aroused, it is capable of some ‘very dam- 
aging performances. Wholly apart from 
that, however, the railway managers of 
the present day are broad enough to 
see that, in the long run, it is very much 
more profitable to them and to their in- 
terests to give the public every accom- 
modation and every facility that the na- 
ture of the case demands, 

As matters stand, the present passen- 
ger station is not only a fraud on the 
public, but is a fraud on the corporations 
that are heavily mulcted monthly or an- 
nually for the privilege of making their 
passengers unnecessarily uncomfort- 
able by dumping them in the dark and 
filthy mudshack. How long wil] it be 
before the roads which are taxed for 
this dubious privilege will grow weary 
of paying money to make their passen- 
gers uncomfortable? 

Now, it cannot be denied that the man- 
agers of these heavily taxed roads are 
able to see where their interests lie. 
All of them have demonstrated their 
willingness tocontribute to anew struc- 
ture; and if they are willing to con- 
tribute to building a new passenger sta- 
tion at the present site, how long will 
it be before they discover that it will 
be more economical for them to with- 
draw from the mudhole altogether 
and improve their own property by 
building a passenger station theron in- 
stead of contributing to a new one on 
the state’s property? 

Any progressive railroad man will 
tell you that no matter what complica- 
tions may arise with respect to ‘‘grades,” 
or “cuts,” or “state ownership,” the 
building of a more comfortable pas- 
senger station is a matter of a very 
short time, and that it will be more 

economical in the long run for the roads 
“hich are now paying for the privilege 
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of adding to the discomforts of the trav- 
eling public to build their own passen- 
ger station on their own property. And 
any real estate man will tell you that 
when these contributing roads act in 
the matter, and in self-defense with- 
draw from the present mudshack, the 
value of the state’s property will shrink 
heavily in value in consequence. 

This is why we say that the railroad 
commission representing the state, and 
the special commission appointed by 
the last legislature, have great respon- 
sibility in the matter. It seems to us 
that it is in the power of .these two 
boards, acting in behalf of the people, 

and in the name of the giate and with- 
| out prejudice to the interest of the rail- 
roads) to bring this question of a new 
passenger station. to a definite conclu- 
sion-—-the railroad commission by acting 


' in the interest of the people and the 


traveling public, and the spectal ccom-

property. 

It is unreasonable to suppose that the 
roads which are now “touched” for the 
privilege of entering the mudhole wiil 
long continue to contribute to the dis- 
comfort of their passengers. ‘Their bus- 
iness sense is too keen to permit them 
to endure such an exaction; and when 
they do withdraw from the state's :1ua- 
hole its value as property will have a 
very startling tumble. 

Quay «und the Speakership. 

The anti-Quay papers of Pennsylvania 
are putting up a great howl because 
The Boss will not allow Pennsylvania 
to have a candidate for speaker of the 
national house of representatives. They 
are advocating the election to that po- 
sition of Congressman John Dalzel] and 
are holding it up, as another evidence 
of the iniquitious boss-ship with which 
their party is afflicted, that Quay will 
not make the other members of the 
Pennsylvania delegation support Dal- 
zell. They are pointing out that there 
has been no republican speaker from 
Pennsyivania since Grow, and they 
charge Quay with ail sorts of political 
sing in failing to champion the cause 
of Dalzell at this time when _ there 
seems a chance for a Pennsylvania.man. 

All of which, naturally enough, :-s nav- 
ing no effect upon Mr. Quay. He is 
not going to support John Dalzell, and 
nobody could expect him to. Dalzell 
has distinguished himself by his fight 
on Quay and nothing could be more 
hypocritical Than this pretense on the. 
part of these anti-Quay organs that the 
senator is derelict in his duty to the 
state when he refuses to make Dalzell 
speaker. 

This is, however, only a smal] part of 
the hypocrisy which has been the pre- 
dominant characteristic of the anti- 
Quay movement from the first. Quay 
ig no saint, God knows, but there is 
every reason to believe that he deserves 
a halo just as much as does Chris Ma- 
gee or Dave Martin or even the ‘ungodly 
Quay’s former saintly political partner, 
John Wanamaker. These repu>lican 
politicians are, to use a good Georgia ex- 
pression, all of a whatness; and the peo- 
ple of the rest of the country have begun 
to understand a fact which must have 
been patent to the people of Pennsyl- 
vania for a long time. 

The hypocrisy of this anti-Quay gang 
was clearly demonstrated in the sena- 
torial fight before the legislature when 
they refused to beat Quay with the best 
democrat in the state—any one of sev- 
eral men who would have been a honor 
to the state.

The victory of Governor Johnston in 
his fight for the repeal of the consti- 
tutional convention act has been made 
complete by the passage of the repeal 
bill by the senate, and it now seems 
probable that all elements in the leg- 
islature will join in the preparation 
of a suffrage amendment to be sub- 
mitted to the people at the next regular 
election. There is still taik of taking 
the matter to the courts and testing 
there the power of the legislature to 
fepeal, but the more conservative of 
those who have been contending for a 
convention will probably oppose this 
step, being convinced that even if their 
contention were sustained by the courts 
and an election ordered according to 
the terms of the original bill, the ‘‘con- 
vention” would be defeated at the polls. 

As this controversy has progressed, 
it has become more and more apparent 
that the people of Alabama—the dem- 
ocratic masses—are opposed to the hold- 
ing of a constitutional convention at 
this time. It is certain that Governor 
Johnston and a large majority of the 
members of the legislature believe that 
the people favor the repeal, and the ad- 
vices from all parts of the state indi- 
eate that they are right. When the 
convention bill was before the legis- 
lature last winter, the people of the 
state took but little interest in it. The 
pledges then made by the advocates of 
the measure that they would be allow- 
ed a free and untrammeled expression 
on the question of “convention” or “no 
convention” seemed fair enough, anad 
if the question had gone to the people 
in that shape it is fair to presume that 
the white people of the state would al- 
most to a man have voted in favor of a 
convention. 

When, however, the democratic state 
convention, called for the specific pur- 
pose of nominating delegates at large, 
went further and adopted resolutions 
making “convention” a party issue and 
in effect reading out of the party every 
man who saw fit to take the contrary 
view, the people rebelled, Then they 
began to look into the matter more 
closely and to ask for the motives that 
inspired some elements in so strongly 
advocating a convention. They saw 
that while very many loyal democrats 
had been nominated as delegates—while,

Alabama has a good constitution. The 
changes which ought to be made in it 
are few, if any, outside of the suffrage 
matter, and there seems no good reason 
why they cannot be made by amend- 
ment. This should be done. The demo- 
crats of the legislature should now get 
together upon an amendment solving 
the suffrage problem. It should be such 
an amendment as will command the 
hearty support of all the white men of 
the state. Such an amendment can be 
drawn and by united action the blight- 
ing burden of the illiterate, ignorant and 
vicious vote can be eliminated forever.

Louis Napo- 
leon holds the modest rank of colonel in 
the Russian army. His income is about 
equal to Prince Victor's.

Politics in Maryland. 

Since the recent municipal election in 
Baltimore some uneasiness has existed, in 
the minds of republicans in Maryland over 
the political outlook in that state. Sen- 
ator Wellington says that Governor 
Lowndes must be renominated for govern- 
or by all means.

half are spurious and in reality never saw 
Cuba,’’ remarked a hardware drummer. 

“Strange as it may seem, the relic hunter 
eager for trophies of the late struggle in 
Cuba, is being unmercifully fooled, just as 
al} relic hunters are who depend upon deal- 
ers instead of actually collecting the értl- 
cles themselves. I say this is strange, for 
one would think that at the present time 
genuine relics could be had in abun-lance 
and at a comparatively small cost. This {s 
not the case. A genuine Cuban machete 
that thas actually seen service is a rara 
avis, and its owner places a high valuation 
on it. Realizing this and the fact that the

the appearance of being genuine when sup- 
ported by a plaustble tale, relic factories 
have sprung up in many sections of the 
north. 

“Mhese concerns grind out hundreds of 
machetes, sahers, cartridge belts, buckles 
and other articles daily. The machetes 
are allowed to rust and are then carefully 
dented so as give the appearance of having 
seen a terrible hand to hand strugele. 
Thev are then shipped to various dealers 
throuchout the eountrv. who find little 
tronblea fn disposing of them at fancy 
figures, 

“It is the old story of the civil war re- 
peated. After the war between the states, 
when genuine relics of Gettysburg and oth- 
er battles beran to run short. the relic fac- 
torfes stepped fn and cupnlied the deficien- 
cy. These selfsame factories-are still turn- 
ing out wonders in the shape of tullcts 
that met in midair and other freaks, for 
which, strange to say, they still find a 
steady sale. 

“Speaking of bullets that met in mid-air, 
T haven't yet heard of anv such monstrosi- 
ties coming from Cuba. This is undoubted- 
Ivy due to the fact that modern tullets are 
made of steel: and even if by some strange 
chance two bullets fired from opposite di- 
rections should have met, the result would 
have been as nought so far as the relic 
hunter was concerned. 

“The curfo dealers, if thev have thought 
of the matter, doubtless deplore this fact. 
for the mid-air bullet freak was a rich 
source of revenue.” 

“T never see a suit of convict clothes 
without being frresistihly reminded of poor 
‘Gene Field,” said an old newspaper man 
yesterday. 

“Field was about the most confirmed 
practical joker that ever Mved when a 
young man, and up to the dav he died he 
never quite got over the habit of loving 
fun at the expense of his friends. The 
jokes that he perpetrated when a young and 
unknown newspaper man in Denver are 
still traditions in the west.

The following morn- 
ing when the reporters arrived at the office 
they were surprised to see FMeld seated in 
his usual place, clad in his convict garb 
and looking as unconcerned as if it was 
nothing out of the ordinary. For severa} 
Successive mornings he would come to the 
office, divest himself of his outer clothing 
and don the convict suft. Thus attired he 
would sit stolidly at his desk until! he was 
compélled to leave the office on business.

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Henry C.*Frick, of Pittsburg, Pa., who is 
eredited with having purchased the mam- 
moth steel interests of Andrew Carnegie 
and with having formed one of the wealth- 
iest combines on the globe, stands high on 
the Hst of American business men and 
financiers. Mr. Frick is already the for- 
tunate possessor of millions, but he is 
more than apt to considerably augment his 
fortune within the next decade. Thirty 
years ago he was a poor bookkeeper in a 
Fayette county, Pennsylvania, flour mill, 
He made his start in business by the pur- 
chase of a smal! interest in a coal mine 
near his home. The business grew steadily. 


HENRY C. FRICK. 


In 1873, at the time of the panic, the future 
steel king was only twenty-four years old. 
The panic enabled him to acquire the whole 
plant, and then he began to spread. He 
bought everything he could in the way of 
coal land at panic prices and when the 
reaction came he found himself enormously 
wealthy. At forty he was master of the 
coa] trade. In 1878 he took in a partner, 
E. M. Ferguson, of New York, and in 1882 
the Frick Coke Company was organized. 
Andrew Carnegie then became associated 
with Mr. Frick in the coal and coke busi- 
ness, and far many years the two have 
worked together. Mr. Friek is only five 
feet four incHes tall, blonde and slight. He 
is genial in manners and is highly esteem- 
ed in business circles. In executive ability 
he has few equals and no superiors. 


Dr. Anita Newcomb McGee enjoys the 
unique distinction of being the first woman 
ever appointed to high official position in 
the war department. She holds the office 
of assistant surgeon with the rank and 
pay of captafn. 
the states Dr. Mary Walker was allowed 
to enter the federa] hospitals in the prac- 
tice of her profession, but she was never 
enrolled in the army lists of surgeons. On 
being appointed to her present position in 
the war department Dr. McGee lost no 
time in demonstrating her peculiar talent 
for the work assigned to her. She put into 
effect uniform methods of discipline in hos- 
pitals which proved most salutary and ef- 
fective and inatigurated other practical 
measures. During_the period of hostilities 
she examined 6,000 applicants and.1,300 wo- 
men nurses were appointed on her recom- 
mendation. During a brief period of duty 
at Montauk Point, she was invited by Gen- 
eral Wheeler to attend a council composed 
of medical officers only, held in the gen- 
eral’s headquarters... After her return from 
Camp Wikoff sne was given charge im- 
mediately under the surgeon general! of all 
matters pertaining to woman nurses in the 
army. Although the only woman formally 
appointed as an officer she commands and 
receives respect and consideration in all 
departments of army service, 

Dr. McGee was born in Washington, D. 
C., and is the daughter of Professor Simen 
Newcomb,’O, §. N., one of the first of living 
astronomers. She received her early educa- 
tion in private schools in her native city, 
followed by three years of study abroad, 
which included a special course at Newn- 
ham college, Cambridge, England, Univer- 
silty of Geneva, Switzerland, and the study 
of French and German on the continent. 
She returned to America and began the 
study of history and genealogy. 

In 1889 she entered Columbian university 
as a medica] student, and after three 
courses of lectures, she passed all exami- 
nations with honor, securing several prizes

a special post-graduate course in gynecolo- 
sy at Johns Hopkins. She practiced medi- 
Cine in this city for several years. -She 
married Professor W. J. McGee, a 
Scientist, connected with the Smithsonian 
institution. 

She has a very knowing little daughter 
wdout nine years old,-and notwithstanding 
her indefatigable labors tn public life she 
Still finds time for social functions and 4o- 
mesticity. Dr. McGee is an acknowledged 
leader in the Society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. She has great 
administrative ability, and is gifted as a 
parliamentarian. She is also a member of 
many medical and scientific societies, and 
in 1897 was secretary of the section en an- 
thropol zy of the Ameri en Association for 
the Advancement ef Science. She is also 
the author of a number of papers relating 
to the communistic societtes of the ecoun- 
try, and has contributed fevealogical and 
med.cal papers to the journals of which 
She is a member. She is a brunette, bright 
and vivucious, yet bringing no “mightier 
than thou” into her conversation.

rhis year Une association has come fur- 
ther souty than ever before, We have come, 
1 trust, with open minds, ready to learn 
whatever we can of new conditions here 
and ready to help if we can to open the way 
fo. larger library development than the 
youth has yet Known. We congratulate 
those of you whose homes and work are 
here in the south on the field you have be- 
fore you and on the influence in life and 
thought that you can exercise. In’ the 
Progress already made throughout the coun- 
{ry you have a rich store of experience to 
draw upon and advantage such ag no group 
of library workers or promotérs has had 
in equal degree before. It is only yesterday, 
lor eXample, that any systematic attempt 
was made to provide books and build up a 
reading nabit ‘n villages where as yet it :s 
}ractically impossible to establish perma- 
nent libraries, but the story of the travel- 
ing hbrary as now developed in twenty- 
tive different states shows how much can 
be done for just such communities. Never 
before have such active measures been 
taken to bring the library into line with 
the school and to inflsence ths character 
of children’s reading, and the story of what 
has been accomplished end the endless va- 
riety of the work in its adaplauons is an 
inspiration for all who take 1t up in new 
fields, for the lesson it impresses is not 
what @reat establishments are required for 
success—though there is abundant use for 
great establishment and ample means—but 
rather how much can be done fy simple 
means directed by human tact and sym- 
pathy. You have graciously welcomed us 
to this beautiful land of the aouth. We 
sould also gladly welcome you in even 
larger numbers to the happy and satisfying 
field of labor in which we are engaged and 
bid you to be of good courage. 

‘In this place and at this time the pros- 
pect of strengthening library interests is 
particularly bright. Mr. Carnegie’s gen- 
erous gift to Atlanta will give a new tm- 
petus to the whole library movement in the 
southeast and makes the opportune time to 
plan for new campaigns and fresh exten- 
sions, and Atlanta is the natural place from 
which to start them. Of Mr. Carnegie’s gifts 
for the building of libraries none is likely 
to have a more widespread influence than 
this one. A new building and work con- 
ducted on an ampler scale will concen- 
trate public attention on library opportunt- 
ties, and will, let us hope, so stir the en- 
thusiasm of others that vigorous Measices 
will be taken, first becatse of mea as of 
traveling libraries and later by encour’? § 
the foundation neire and there of s:raut 
town libraries to arouse and to direct ‘at 
love of reading which :s litent in every mit 
and which, under right ccnd:tions, May en- 
rich and purify the whole current «f his 
life. Such a movement te whole lbrary 
profession stands ready to help, and as the 
forces that initiated it here they will rec r- 
nize the Young Mens Library of Atlania, 
now thirty years old, and administere i in 
x liberal spirit for the public good, the l- 
brary commission of Gcorzia and its efli- 
cient and enthusias‘ic secretary and the 
well directed geicrosity and public spirit 
of Andrew Carnegie. You will be interested 
to know that Mr. Carne:ze has indicated 
to me his desire to become a m2 ater of the 
American Library Assectation, and thia 
morning the executive board, as a mark of 
its appreciation of His .odundant Eitts be- 
stowed upon libraries anl tue eflicrent acd 
he has thus given to library advan cme) t. 
has nominated him in honorary member of 
the association.” 

After referring to the occurrences since 
the last meeting, Mr. Lane continued: 

“And now will you be patient with me 
a moment longer while I say one or two 
things I have in my heart to say about our 
Common work and daiiy hfe. Librarians, 
it seems to me, are on the whole .alriy con- 
tented and happy people, yet I doubt if we 
realize as fully as we ought our many 
blessings. We have difficulties to contend 
with. Who have not? We sometimes meet 
ingratitude and misunderstanding, but there 
is nothing strange in that. On the whole, 
is there any work, I wonder, which yields 
more satisfaction than ours, or better re- 
pays careful, well directed, unselfish effort, 
or stands in more interested reiations with 
the work of others. We coliect and pre- 
serve the material for the student; we co- 
operate with the teacher in bringing moral 
forces to bear on character; we hneip train 
the engineer and merchant, and we iigh*ten 
the labor and refresh the leisure cof all. 
But besides all this we have our hand 
upon one of the great instruments of hu- 
man progress. It is through the }yrinted 
book that the forces of civilization beccme 
cumulative. Without it one generacion 
could touch onfy the generation which next 
preceded and that which immedinacely fol- 
lows itself and would have no connection 
with other generations. It would lose what 
earlier times had gained, and could not 
itseif transmit to more distant ages the re- 
sult of its own experience. Looks speak 
to us from the past in no uncertain or fear- 
ful tones. They at least are perfectly frink 
with us; they expose our folly; they chide 
our passion; they soften our prejudice, and 
we can listen to them and receive their 
lesson with an openness and candor whicn 
the spoken words of our immediate neigh- 
bor too often fail to win. Books thus make 
possible a continuity in human -progiess, 
and stir in us a conscious and wWhoiesome 
dependence on all] that other fgeneraticns 
have thought and wrought. There thus ac- 
Cumuiates an ever increasing store of ¢x- 
perience from which to draw atrerg: for 
the work of the present. 

“What a privilege it is that we are al- 
ways free to place ourseives at the service 
of another. Most men are so engressea by 
their own work (so called) tha: ihey heve 
no time, or not as much as they would 
gladly take, to serve the needs of others. 
Other cal.ings, of course, waen traced -back 
to the basis on which they rest are all 
forms of service or the world weuld not 
long allow them to endure. Still in many 
Other occupations the man .aodve easiliv de- 
ceives himself into thinking he is working 
for himseif, be he farmer, stock broker or 
politician, and in th's way he loses sight of 
the true significance of what he dues. The 
i‘brarian may be blind to the character of 
his work also and think that by dving sveh 
and such things he is simply earring so 
many doilars a month for his own needs 
(and from this point of view how Ittle 
Cause for satisfaction he often has). But 
in the librarian’s case it is easy tuo see the 
matter in avery different light. Reaily the 
librarian is one of the few persons in the 
worid who enjoys the luxurv of never 
having to do anything for himself, ou: of 
being always free to do for some one cise. 
Is not this a great privilege and do we ap- 
préciate it as we should? Do we ccmp!ain 
of drudgery sometimes? What Is drudg- 
ery? Merely certain regular duties waich 
have to be done systematically to keep 
one’s work in good order. Every calling 
has such duties attached to it az a metter 
of course. After all how ittle there is of 
this In our case that does not have scme 
human interest to l’ghten it, or does not 
give a chance for some ingenuity te furnish 
it. How full of variety are the demands 
made upon us. What fertility of resource 
is brought into play in satisfying them 

“What a chance we have to overcome 
our prejudices and catch the other man’s 
point of view. If we cannot put ourselves 
promptly in his place and get at least a 
glimpse of the subject as he sees it. we 
lose our chance to help him, for he is very 
uniikely, as you have no doubt noticed, 
to think that his point of view needs any 
explanation or is in any way peculiar to 
himself. This is the result of that ‘certain 
blindness in human beings’ of which Pro- 
fessor William James writes so charming- 
lv. We are troubled with the same limita- 
tions of eourse, anq sometimes we fai] 
miserably to get the slightest foothoid 
where the other man stands, but when we 
do succeed we are rewarded by a warm 
appreciation of our ‘understanding’ and 
‘natural good sense,’ and the _ exercise 
keeps us limber-minded and quick to ap- 
prehend.

They 
listenéd with marked attention to the ad 
dress and joined in the applause. 

A delegate, when the applause that 
followed the pfesident’s speech had sub- 
sided, arose and said: 

“Mr. President—If it is in order I would 
like to make a few remarks pertaining to 
one item of the president's address. He 
refers to the appointment of national li- 
brarian from the rank of the American 
Library Association. Now, the president 
had a great deal to do with this appoint- 
ment, and J] think it proper that this as- 
sociation should go on record as indorsing 
the good work done by him. I move, there- 
fore, that the thanks of this association be 
tendereg to President Lane for his manner 
of handling the case.” 

Several seconds were heard and the mo- 
tion, put by Secretary Carr, was carried 
without dissent. 

“I thank you, ladies and gentlemen, for 
thos expression of satisfaction,’”’ remarked 
the president, adding that the first business 
to come before the meeting was the report 
of the secretary. 

The secretary presented several hundred 
pages of printed matter, all of which he 
declined to read. 

The secretary asked that all of the dele- 
Bates register at once, that they pay their 
dues and that they leave their railroad 
certificates with F. W. Faxon. ‘Then he 
saw T. H. Martin, chairman of the local 
committee, in the hall and called upon 
that gentleman. 

Mr. Martin eame to the stand and said: 

“Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
The chairman of the local committee feels 
very much tempted to say a word of wel- 
come, but he will defer that part 
programme until tonight, when 
said Dy one who can much better 
than [.

“It doesn’t do a man any good, whether 
he is guilty or innocent,”’ said Johnson,

Then Talbert went into the domestic af- 
fairs which Brown had referred to and he 
Siated that Brown and his wife, while in 
Macon, had told him tales about Mrs. Tal- 
bert which caused him to write to his wife 
as he ought not to have done; that after 
returning to At.anta Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
went to Mrs. Talbert and told her tales on 
him. All of which, Talbert said, was done 
to bring about domestic trouble for the 
purpose of laying a scheme to get him in 
jail so Brown could take the business and 
do with it as he pleased.

The papers of the formal transfer of the 
Young Men's lilrary property to the city of 
Atlanta were signed yesterday and were 
presented to the mayor by President E. M. 
Mitchell, at the Grand last night. 

When the papers were delivered the final 
act in the transfer Was complete and as 
soon as possible the property of the Young 
Men's library will he turned aver to the 
treasurer of the board of trustees of the 
Carnegie library 

The document of the transfer is a lengthy 
one and represents seventeen pages of 
typewritten sheets. These are neatly bound 
with ribbon and three large seals are at- 
tached to the papers. 

As aoon as the articles of the transfer 
were agreed upon, the criginal draft, which 
was made by EF, M. Mitchell. the vresident 
of the Young Men's Library Association 
and one of the two appointed to represent 
that organization in the matter, was put 
in the hands of Mrs, A. Trufant-Holly, an 
expert typewritist, to be nut in proper 
shane. 

Great care was taken in the work and 
the matter of transcribing the original copy 
af the transfer oecunied several days. Yes- 
fterday the work was comonuleted and the 
articles were signed hv both Mr. Mitchell 
and Mr. Scott. representing the sssociation, 
fn the presence of a notarv public. 

As originally Intended, the napers, after 
signature, were to be given into the hands 
of the mavor at his offies at the citv hall, 
but it was finally decided to make the 
fermal transfer a public affair, and to that 
end President Mitche!l made preparations 
ta have the nresentation take place at the 
Grand Inst night. 

Library Cfficers Re-elected. 

The officers and several members of the 
hoard of directors of the Young Men's Li- 
brary Association met at the library last 
night for the annual session. The officers 
for the past vear were re-elected for an- 
other term. as was the hoard of directors. 

The officers are: President, E. M. Mitch- 
ell: vice president, A. A. Meyer: secretary, 
F. M. Scott: treasurer. W. FF. Wail. The 
board of directors is as follows: 

Frank Weldon, F. J. Paxon, R. C. Alston, 
C. A. Reade, W. G. Cooper, W. M. Kelley, 
T H. Martin, W. M. Slaton, W. F. Den- 
nev. J. C. Haskeli, J. R. Nutting and R. 
L. Palmer, 

Those present at the meeting desired to 
go to the Grand in order to deliver the deeds 
and other papers in the transfer. of the 
present library to the city, and the meeting 
was shorter than it otherwise would have 
been. 

The reports of the officers and the presi- 
dent’s address were considered read. 

President Mitchell's address contained an 
interesting history of the movement to ¢s- 
tablish a public library in Atlanta. He 
told of the work in minute detail. His ad- 
dress also contained some interesting sta- 
tistics. ; 

He said that the library has a total.mem- 
hership of 640. The income for the year has 
heen $2,982.65, received from all sources. 
The expenditures for ordinary purposes 
have been $3,229.80, leaving a net loss of 
$247.80 While the expenditures have ex- 
ceeded the receipts, thére is still money in 
the treasury. The invested funds amount 
to $11,15%.

THE MEETING AT THE GRAND. 


Librarians Were Welcomed by John 
Temple Graves—Other Addresses 
Delivered. 

At 8 o’clock last night the scene of the 
reeting of the American Library <Associa- 
tion was transformed to the Grand opera 
hovese. ‘Many ef the boxes were filled. 
érd a large number cf Atlanta’s best people 
were present. On the stage sat T. H. 
Martin, chairman of the local committee, 
Masor Woodward, E. M. Mitchell, Presi- 
dent Lane and the speakers of the evening, 
Jchn Temple Graves, Melvil Dewey, Charles 

C. Soule and F. A. Hutehins. 

After music by the orchestra, Mr. Martin 
said: “This meeting is one of the regu- 
lar sessions of the American Library As- 
sociation, but the local committee seizes 
this opportunity to make a few announce- 
ments, and to introduce one of our citizens 
who will deliver an address of welcome. In 
regard to the reception at the Capital City 
Club, tickets have been issued to the gen- 
tlemen, and they will keep them during 
their stay in the city. 

Mr. Martin then introduced Mr. E.- M. 
Mitchell, president of the Young Men’s 
Library Association, who said: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: I 
do not wish you to get the impression that 
I entend to read all of this stupendous 
document (referring to a paper he held in 
his hand), but I am here tonight to deliver 
a deed from the Young Men's Library As- 
sociation to the city of Atlanta for a free, 
public circulating library, conveying per- 
‘haps, $50,000 worth of real estate, books, 
pictures, etc, worth $35,000, and invested 
funds, mortgages ete, valued at $11,000, and 
I might give a little history of the transac- 
tion before I dejiver the deed 

“About a year ago Mr. Walter M. Kelley. 
of the Carnegie Steel Company, was elected 
a member of the board of directors of the 
Young Men's Library Association. That 
gave ‘him an opportunity to do a work to- 
ward the accomplishment of an idea he had 
long cherished, in the establishment of a 
free library in Atlanta, and so he wrote 
Mr. Carnegie and as a resulf Mr. Carnegie 
offered to give $100,000 to the city of Atlanta 
if the city would furnish a site and $5,000 
per year to maintain the library The city 
immediately accepted the proposition and as 


| soon as the library association heard of it 


the association appointed a committee to 
confer with the council, and see if its prop- 
erty could not be merged with the Carne- 
gie donation That committee conferred 
with council, made to them a certain prop- 
osition, the outcome of which was that the 
deal was consummated with the stipulation 
that the library should have six of the 
twelve trustees and that if the city of At- 
lanta should fail or refuse at any time to 
give $5,000 per arnum, the property shouid 
revert to the Young Men’s Library Asso- 
ciation for free use—that is for free public 
library purposes forever. Thus a meeting 
of the’ Young Men’s Library Association 
was called and for a great wonder the mem- 
bers of that association unanimously pass- 
ed a resolution resolving to donate all of 
their property real and personal to the city 
of Atlanta. 

“Now, in accordance with that resolu- 
tion directing me so to do, I wish to de- 


liver to ‘this honor, the mayor of the city 


of Atlanta, the deed conveying the prop- 
erty, upon these condiiions.” 

The mayor replied: 

“In accepting this magnificent gift from 
the Young Men’s Library Association I do 
so with pleasure’ that is tinged with re- 
gret. It is a pleasure to know that the 
library is merged in one. great free, cir- 
culating library—free to all—but the tinge 
of regret is that the name we have all 
loved through so many years' has passed 
away. While we appreciate the magnifi- 
cent gift of Mr. Andrew Carnegie, I see 
the work of thirty years, the gray hair 
of many of our best citizens woh have faith-

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cordiality, and we are prepared to say 
without strain that this southern City of 
Conventions, rich in golden memories of 
Breat assemblies, has never gathered with- 
in its gates a representative body which 
enshrines a nobler average of brains, of 
culture and of high responsibility. 

“I do not need to tell this brilllant com/ 
pany of our guests that the eity for which 
I speak is a notable and wonderful city: 
Its life, its growth, its vitality, its indi- 
vidual mentality written in a hundred 
historic enterprises and crystallizing a 
progressive and representative public opin- 
jon, has long since impressed the republic 
and the world. You will, [ am sure, par- 
don me for the dwelling satisfaction with 
which I record our local and absolutely 
impartial judgment that Atlanta is the 
brightest and most Intellectual city of its 
size in the republic. This must be true. 
Great lecturers have told us so, Great 
conventions have said so. Our politicians 
invariably say so. The stranger within our 
gates has ever flattered us with the fine 
assurance, and if you, in your wisdom, 
discover a flaw in this flattering proposi- 
tion, we ask you in simple kindness to keep 
it loyally and permanently to yourselves. 

‘Where shall we find at this hour and 
for this company a better explanation of 
the intellectual prestige of our elty than 
in the fact that, from the beginning, At- 
lanta’s life and growth have circled in 
more than ordinary loyalty around the 
fortunes of the Young Men's library? For 
almost the entire period of our municipal 
history this has been our central and be- 
loved institution. In the formative and 
pioneer days of Atlanta, all things social, 
political and industrial revolved about the 
library. The freshness and glow of Henry 
Grady’s young enthusiasm were spent >in 
its directory. The most brilliant~ articles 
that have ever adorned the columns of our 
local newspapers were written of this 
young library and of the men who made 
it, and in the stirring history of this 
historic town it is the simple 
truth to say that the pack horse 
of materialism has always foliowed solidly 
and-humbly behind this thoroughbred. of 
culture. 

“There are a thousand things which we 
shall hope to learn from this convention, 
but the one thing which we have already 
learned is the love of our library, and the 
loyalty to books; and if your keen eyes 
will look closely you will soon discover 
that the new idol of this people is a Henry 
Grady in petticoats—"‘the gir) in the pink 
shirt waist,’’ who presides in this depart- 
ment, Captures conventions by her elo- 
quence and tact and is far and away the 
most popular elitizen of eithg.: sex in all 
Atlanta. 

“You come to us, ladies and gentlemen, 
most auspiciously in our year of literary 
rejoicing. This indeed is our festival of 
letters and jubilee of books. ‘There has 


come to us suddenly and from a distance ° 


a mighty impetus to culture. Through the 
munincence of a stranger the entire hori- 
zon of our intellectual life has been en- 
larged. From local and restricted equip- 
ment we have passed in a night to oppor- 
tunity and unlimited usefulness. Our for- 
tune along this line has been “manifest 
destiny,” and our expansion is “‘imperial.”’ 
Thanks: to Andrew Carnegie, the aristoe- 
racy of booKs has become a republic, and 
the gospel of letters will be henceforth as 
free as the gospei of grace. 

“Thanks to the munificence of Andrew 
Carnegie, supplemented by the enterprise 
of our municipal government, we are g0- 
ing to have in this Atlanta a free public 
library on the latest model lines, splendidly 
equipped, admirably conducted and capable 


‘of making this city more and more the 


center of literary achievement as wel] as 
of commercial activity in the south. 

“The Konor and the profit of your pres- 
ence here, ladies and gentlemen of ‘the 
American Library Association, is reckoned 
among the crowning pleasures of this year 
of literary graee. To the happiness which 
Atlanta feeis in in its new and splendid 
institution, we have the added satisfaction 
that the wise men of the east and the west 
and the north have come to show us how 


giving all possible encouragement to the 
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that education pays, and as the revelation 
has come late in this century of what tne 
library is or should be, and what the libra- 
ry can do, I will say a few words to you on 
this line tonight. We have shad an illustra- 
tion in the recent war with Spain in what 
it means to have a man behind the gun 
trained—that edueation pays. We have an 
illustration in Mr. Carnegie’s work, whose 
name has been mentioned here, in his com- 
petition with the rest of the world, illus- 
trating another peculiar American feature. 
that American education pays in dollars and 
cents, but it-is a more recent conception of 
the part the library has in a system of 
public education. 

“Economies tell you that genius {s more 
likely to be born in one of the humblest 
homes than anywhere else. The great ma- 
jority of the people who shall shape the 
future will be born in humblest homes. 

“What, after all, is the supreme end of 
education? ] say We should teach them to 
think with accuracy, and with speed, but 
among you people who come here tonight 
who care about these things I doubt that 
there is one among you that denies the su- 
preme necessity of building up character. 
That is what is winning in the peaceful 
battle of commerce, and if you think to 
analyze how character is built, follow it 
back Lriefly, 

“And what Atlanta wants to make out of 
her citizens is not to train privates, but 
to train officers. If you go out on the street 
you can find a hundred men to do the 
work of a laborer where you can find one 
to do the work that demands five or ten 
thousand dollars. The world is looking 
for that class of men. It is the highest 
Salaried man that is hardest to find. By 
means of our schools and libraries we must 
reach the boys and girls. Thomas Edison 
and other great men say that they got their 
inspiration from, reading one book.’”’ 

Mr. Dewey spoke of the necessity for 


libraries and whem he had finished he was 
loudly applauded. 

President Lane introduced F. A. Hutch- 
ins, of Madison, Wis., of whom he spoke in 
high terms, saying’ that he knew no more 
interesting feld in library work than that 
of traveling libraries, in which matter Mr. 
Hutchins was greatly interested. ¥ 
Mr. Mutchins delivered his address with 
much effect. He said: 

Mr. Hutchins said: 

One of the most remarkable develop-A 
ments in the line of educationa) work 
during the past few years has been the es- 
tablishment of great libraries in the cities 
of the United States. Magnificent buildings 
have been erected to house great collec- 
tions of books. Men eminent for business 
Sagacity, women remarkable for their en- 
terprise in philanthropic work, and people 
skilled in teaching others to make the best 
possible use of books for educational pur- 
poses, have united in making the city li- 
braries centers of fmtellectual activity in 
their own communities, 

“These great buildings, these large collec- 
tions of books, controlled by enthusiasts, 
have produced a iibrary spirit which is 
making the libraries noteworthy among 
educational institutions for their zeal in 
inspiring love for Knowledge and a desire 
for research. 

“Thoughtful friends of an educational 
system have been greatly pleased with the > 
rapid development of library work in the 
cities, but until recently have not seen 
much reason to hope for good results in 
the rural districts. , 

“{t is true that Many public libraries 
have been started in small communtfties, 
but only a very small proportion have been 
permanently successful. A publie library 
to be successful, must have frequent ac- 
cessions of fresh books. These books must 
be purchased by intelligent people who 
have some means of Knowing which of the 
new books are not only wholesome but in- 
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Minnesota and Wisconsin, to mining camps 
in California, Montana and Idaho. To 


these people who dwell in the isolated , 
valleys of Utah and to the mountain ! 
heights in Kentucky, Tennessee and Vir- | 


ginia. 
“Great populations are becoming interest- 


ed in this means of helping people connect- | 
ed with their lines of work. The Seaboard | 


Air Line has established a distributing 
station for traveling libraries at Middie- 
ton, Ga., which is under the charge of 
Mrs. Eugene B, Heard, of the Georgia i./i- 
brary commission. 

“This system of libraries has stations in 
Virginia, both the Carolinas and Georgia 
Andrew Carnegie has just given a check 
for a hundred thousand dollars to this en- 
terprise. 

“The traveling library 1s a night school 
where the boys and girls who have had 
to leave the country schools to begin cheir 
life's work inthe great world, may 
make up for the lack of ear- 
Her opportunities. It brings io them 
the best boo«n8 and_~ gives them a 
chance to read them without money and 
without price. The books of a traveling 
library and the children’s periodicals that 
occupy them go into many homes whose 
doors are barred to the missionary and the 
philanthropist. Their silent influence 
leaves the life of many families that are 
not reached by the ennobling influences 
which come from the schools, «churches and 
libraries of refined communities. This new 
philanthropy offers to the members of the 
women’s clubs and to all friends of edu- 
cation, who desire the betterment of our 
aitizenship an effective and  pra«tical 
means of reaching the most destitute com- 
munities. et” 

Charles C. Soule was presented by Presi- 
dent Lane, who spoke of his ability in the 
line of library architecture. Mr. Soule was 
Biven a cordial reception. 

Mr. Soule Talks. 

“Library Building’’ was his subject and 
he aided his exposition of ideas by giving 
handsome illustrations, using a stereopti- 
con for that purpose. Mr. Soule said that 
he wished to show the progréss of library 
architectuge and to show how the science 
of building had grown as well as the art of 
handling ‘books. (He plainly gave evi- 
dence that he is a complete master of the 
subject, "and his talk was warmly received. 

Large European libraries were first taken 
up. That of the Vatican at Rome; the 
Lauretian library at Florence, Italy, and 
other artistic works from the old¥country 
elicited applause, but the speakey showed 
how vastly inferior, from the standpoint of 
library uses, they are to the American 
product of recent times. 

Mr. Soule presented the first two libra- 
ries in America—the Loganian, at Philadel- 
phia, started at Philadelphia in 1743 by 
Benjamih Franklin and others. The first 
plan of library, he said, has been discredit- 
ed and the new era in building came into 
being in 1850, from which time the work 
has steadily advanced until the present 
perfect state has been reached. Mr. Soule 
called the period of 1850 the library revival 
stage, and he showed the interior of the 
Peabody, at Baltimore, a type then very 
common, Then he dilated upon the growth 
of libraries. 

Taking the unique end of the work he 
exhibited the -Wisconsin traveling library 
—a library box containing thirty books, 
reposing upon a table in a country store. 

The speaker desired to show the plans 
of small libraries costing from $1,000 to 
$2,000, but, he said, the architects did not 
take the same pride in having the littie 
ones photographed that they did in Keep- 
ing views of the large ones. 

The talk and views were very much 
enjoyed and the applause of the audience 
frequently gave testimony of the appre- 
ciation of the large gatherfing.

“The money to purchgpe the books for 
Mr. Dewey's libraries Was appropriated by 
the state of New York. In 189 the state 
legislatures of lowa and Michigan made 
appropriations for similar purposes. 

“Sinee that time a few other legislatures 
in various states have bought books for 
traveling jibraries. 

“The greatest extension of the system, 
however, has taken place since 1896, when 
a number of private individuals purchased 
such colleetions of booKs and sent them out 
to rural] communities near the towns where 
the donors resided. The women's clubs. 
about this t#&me: found that they could 
easily raise the funds necessary to secure 
such libraries and that they could use them 
to help their friends among the farmers 
and in destitute neighborhoods. “Members 
of library beards, students and teachers 
in schoo!s have became interested in this 
wark and have fourd it a pleasure to give 
not only the means for the libraries but 
the time necessary to supervise them.

The members of the executive board of 
the club, of which Mrs. Patillo is president, 
and the members of the social committee, 
of which Mrs. James Jackson is chairman, 
formed the receiving party, which incladed 
also Miss Anne Wallace, president of the 
State Library Association. Delicious re- 
freshments were served and music added 
to the pleasures of the reception. 

It seems highly appropriate that the wo- 
men of Georgia should take part in the en- 
tertainment of the guests of the library 
association, since they have been so closely 
identified with the literary development of 
the state. A review of the part they have 
taken in the movement proves that their 
efforts have been among the strongest fac- 
tors in the success of the library work in 
Georgia. 

It was through the efforts of a woman, 
Ellen Dortch, now Mrs. James Longstreet, 
that a bill known as the ‘“‘Dortch bili,”’ was 
passed in the Georgia legislature making 
women eligible to the position of state li- 
brarian. As assistant state librarian, Miss 
Dortch had proved her ability to hold the 
office, and besides her ability she probably 
would have been able to have brought to 
bear sufficient political influence to have 
warranted her appointment as state libra- 
rian when she changed her mind (even a 
woman's privilege) and resigning her posi- 
tion as assistant librarian, married Gen- 
eral Longstreet. 

While the Dortch bill has been discussed 
the women of Georgia were awakening to 
the fact that not only should more advan- 
tages be afforded them, as in the case of 
this bill opening to them an office to which 
they were from every standpoint eligible, 
but they realized that an impetus must be 
given the matter of libraries throughout 
the state. 

While the club women of the state de- 
termined to develop the movement in one 
respect, Miss Annie Wallace, librarian of 
the Young Men’s Library Association, was 
working in another direction. 

On May 31, 1897, Miss Wallace called a 
meeting of the professional librarians of 
the state, for the purpose of forming a state 
organization, and the same afternoon Mrs. 
J. K. Ottley, then president of the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, called a meeting of all 
club members and professional librarians 
to meet in the club rooms. The result was 
the bringing together two earnest bodies of 
beople with one common interebt. The 
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_—e Library _Association was formed, 
ng Miss. Wallace president, and Mrs. 
J. K. Ottley vice president. Miss Wallace 
has been for a number of years a student 
of library systems and methods, so that she 
is now recognized as one of the expert li- 
brarians of the south. She has attended the 
annual meeting of the library association 
for years, and it was through her interest 
and invitation that the representative body 
at present convening in Atlanta are here. 

At the first meeting of tHe State Library 
Association, held in Macon last fall, the 
wonderful work accomplished by the club 
women of the state in library development 
was recognized, and a number of the club 
leaders made the most brillant addresses 
of the convention. Among them were Mrs. 
W. B. Lowe, now president of the general 
federation of clubs: Mrs. J. K. Ottley, Mrs. 
Charles Read an@ Mrs. Eugene Heard, a 
member of the state library commission. 

While the State Library Association has 
under the leadership of Miss Wallace 
brought about a new interest in the broad- 
ening and improvement of the established 
libraries in the state, the club women have 
been carrying on a beautiful work in af- 
fording library advantages to the people of 
the small towns and rural districts. 

The work js two-fold. The larger clubs, 
possessing ample libraries ‘fof reference 
necessary in the various courses of study 
pursued by club women, lend their books to 
the women of the smadler clubs, Miss Alice 
Moore, of Dalton, having special charge of 
this movement, known as the Federation 
Library. 

Then there is the broader movement in 
which all the clubs of the state take part 
in distributing their books among the peo- 
ple of the rural districts who have no other 
means of obtaining literature. The county 
schools are made the centers of distribution, 
and within the past eighteen months the 
excellence of the latter system has been 
largely commended by the state educational 
board, in its recognition of the excellent 
results accruing from it. 

It was a source of great regret that Mrs. 
W. B. Lowe and Mrs. J. K. Ottley, the two 
Atlanta women who have been foremost 
in the work of Georgia library development, 
will be absent from fNe city during the 
meeting of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, both ladies having been §in- 
vited to address that @istinguished body. 
The duties of Mrs. Lowe, as president of the 
General Federation of Clubs, call her to 
Philadelphia to attend an important coun- 
cil meeting there, while Mrs. Ottley is at 
the confederate reunion in Charleston, the 
guest of General Stephen D. Lee's party.

CONSENT DECREE IS GIVEN 


Large Tracts in Georgia, Involving 
147,000 Acres, Were at Stake. 


THE M’KEE HEIRS CLAIMED A GOOD TITLE 


Bell Heirs of Baltimore Sought the 
Residue of Esfate from Old 
Partnership. 


A decree was handed down yesterday 
morning by Judge Newman In the famous 
case of Bell against McKee, wherein the 
heirs of the former and the heirs of the 
latter have been unable to agree over the 
title to 147,000 acres of land in various sec- 
tions of the state. 

A consent decree was the result of the Iit- 
igation which has been going through va- 
rious routes in the United States court 
for about eight months. 

The decree divides the property in half, 

allowing the heirs of Bell and Mckee to 
share equally in the partition of the prop- 
The value of it not known, but 
is supposedly worth $1 per acre. 
Years ago Henry Bell and Joseph Mc- 
Kee entered into a partnership to buy and 
sell and trade generally in land in Geor- 
gia and of the south. The 
partnership dates back to a score of years 
before the civil war. The tracts of land 
were then too wild to encourage any one 
to claim them. Some of the property ob- 
tained by the partnership was by direct 
grant from the state. 

Great quantities were obtained by the 
members of the compact. Their posses- 
sions were not confined to Georgia, but 
also to the Carolinas, where several large 
tracts were surveyed by them, and title 
thereto obtained. 

Some of the land was sold, and more 
or less. bartering was done by the part- 
nership in the early years of its existence. 
Bell lived in Baltimore and McKee in 
Georgia. There was considerable corre- 
spondence that passed between them dur- 
ing the years of the combine. After a 
few years Bell died, leaving a number of 
heirs. 

McKee did not hear from him or his 
family in a long time and at last he died. 
He also left several heirs. The latter 
being in the vicinity of the property, and 
probably not Knowing of the partnership 
which had existed, thought the property 
was left them by wieir predecessor with 
fee simple title. 

The Bell heirs in 
vestigate the estate that 
left to them by virtue of 
lations of Bell with McKee. No investiga- 
tion was made. The civil war came on 
and the breach between the two families 
that had once been linked by business 
relations was wider ed. 

The Melee family’ in Georgta had also 
lost trace of the Bells of the north, and 
the families changed and different mem- 
bers of them married and it was.not un- 
til recently that the old relationship was 
revived. 

Upon investigating the title of the prop- 
erty and looking up the correspondence 
which passed between Bell the elder and 
McKee the elder, the Baltimore heirs be- 
lieved they had some claim on the prop- 
erty. 

A petition was filed in the United States 
court in this city asking for an equitable 
interest in the property for the Bell heirs. 

The McKees fought the proceedings and 
claimed that the property was left them 
with a good title. The -case heard 
once and thrown out of court, Judge New- 
man allowing the plaintiffs time to amend. 
This There was still consider- 
able finally the consent decree 
handed down, allowing the heirs of 
both business partners to share alike in 
the residue of the property remaining af- 
ter the partnership was dissolved by death.

The officer made inquiries and _ soon 
learned where about one hundred men and 
boys were gathered for the purpose of 
making a fresh start after the convict. 
He saw nothing disorderly and returned to 
the barracks.

Three years ago young Hodges killed his 
uncle in Lowndes county for an alleged 
insult to his wife. He was tried and con- 
victed of murder, but owing to the circum- 
stances in the.case the jury recommended 
him to the mercy of the court. 

Hodges was sentenced for life, but there 
was at the time a strong sentiment in the 
county in favor of the prisoner which 
has since resulted in a number of petitions 
to the pardon board for the release of 
Hodges from prison. 

In the trial of the case it was shown 
that W. E. Hodges, the uncle of ycung 
Hodges, had circulated an insulting report 
in regard to his nephew's wife on several 
occasions. Young Hodges was greatly in- 
censed at the reports, but according to 
the evidence he did not at the time at- 
tempt to avenge himself upon the author 
of the insults. Shortly after at a county 
election the uncle challenged the vote of 
his nephew, whereupon young Hodges 
pulled out a knife and cut the elder 
Hodges to death on the spot, 

Petitions for the pardon of Hodges have 
come to the paréon board from the judge 
and jury in the case as well asAhe solicitor 
of the circuit and other prominent men in 
the community. 

The pardon board gave the matter con- 
sideration last week and decided to let 
the sentence of the court stand The de- 
Cision of the board has been referred to 
Governor Candler, who at the request of 
Senator W. S. West, of Valdosta, the at- 
torney for young Hodges, jias postponed 
his sanction of the decision of the board. 

Senator West has notified the executive 
department that he will ask for a hearing 
before Governor Candler next week upon 
the return of the governor to the state. 
The attorney for Hodges will make an 
effort to secure the pardon of his elient 
Girect from the governor of the state. 

Should Governor Candler grant a pardon 
on the hearing of the case it will be a 
precedent since his inauguration. There is 
a.determined effort on foot in the county 
in Which the crime was committed to cb- 
tain the pardon of Hodges, many being of 
the opinion that the sentence of the court 
was not just under the circumstances. A 
hearing for young Hodges will probably 
be set for the last of the week or the first 
of next.

PRUDENTIAL BUILDING. 
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Important Injunction Issued to Offi- 
cers in Command Seacoast Defenses. 


MUST USE LESS COUNTERWEIGHT 


The Instructions Were Due to Report- 
ed Damage to Many Disappear- 
ing Gun Carriages. 


An dmc circular, No. 2, issued from the 
adjutant general's office in Washington, 
dated May 6th, has been received at the 
department of the gulf relative to accidents 
to disappearing gun carriages. 

The order cautions certain specific in- 
structions for all officers in charge of sea- 
Coast defenses. Following is the official 
communication, which is signed by Adju- 
tant General Corbin:: 

“The chief of ordnance has advised the 
secretary of war that several accidents to 
disappearing carriages indicate that guns 
have been allowed to rise to the firing posi- 
tion with too much violence, thus deform- 
ing, or wrecking, the counter recoil buffers. 
Tie adds that ‘the amount of lead counter- 
weight furnished with ‘these carriages is 
Inuch greater than that found to be neces- 
Sary to raise the guns properly to the firing 
position when the carriages are in good 
condition, the excess of counter-weight be- 
ing designed only for use when necessary. 
The proper amount of counter-weight is 
that which will bring the gun loaded to the 
firing position without shock to the buffers, 
Tr siops, and in no case should any more 
Weight be used than that necessary to ac- 
compiish this result, and officers in charge 
of these carriages should be cautioned 
against allowing all of the counter-weight 
recelved with a carriage to be piled, unless 
found by tentative tNals to he necessary. 
When the cylinders are partially filled with 
oll, less counter-weight will be required to 
raise the gun, and the proper amount 
should be determined in each case,’ and 
that ‘when the gun is in the loaded position, 
the ends of the gun ievers should be about 
two inches from the regoil buffers, and to 
avoid wreaking the retracting chains, ef- 
forts should not be made to retract the gun 
below this position.’ 

“The major general commanding the 
army desires that the foregoing facts be 
communicated to all officers tn your de- 


partment, intrusted with the care of sea- 
coast carriages.’’

B. F. Goldberg, a Merchant, Arrested 
for Selling the Wine. 


FATHERS ARE THE PROSECUTORS 


Two Warrants Taken Out for Goldberg 
Yesterday Morning—He Will 
Be Triei Today. 


Yesterday morning two warrants were 
taken out in Justice Bateman’s court for 
B. F. Goldberg, a merchant who runs a 
smal] store on Decatur street, and the 
charges against Goldberg are that he sold 
wine to two boys on thd Sabbath day. 

Goldberg was arrested yesterday morning 
by a bailiff and required to give two bonds 
of $100 each for his appearance before the 
justice this morning at 10 o'clock. The 
bonds were given and the defendant was re- 
leased. ’ 

The prosecutors in the cases are J. R. 
Miles, a railroad man, and W. M. Andrews, 
a brickmason. 

It is charged that last Sunday, Goldberg 
sold to the sons of Miles and Andrews 
wine, which made them both intoxicated. 
The boys are minors. 

Goldberg denies the charges made against 
him. He sells soda water and kindred 
drinks on Sundays, but he states that he 
never sold anybody any intoxicating drinks. 

At the trial this morning the boys will 
be placed upon the stand, and it is said 
they will testify they bought wine from 
Goldberg and they became intoxicated from 
the effects of the lNquor.
